These have been enlarged upon by Mr. F. H. Hodg- 
man of P. DERBY & COMPANY and by Mr. Charles 
Hoit, their special artist, who was summoned from 
Michigan City in order to take up the work. The 
designs are totally different from those used in 
hotels up to the present time. 


THE MARBLE WORK. 


The marble work for the hotel has been furnished 
by JOHN H. SHIPWAY & BROTHER of 136th Street 
and East River. A large variety of the finest foreign 
marbles has been used. The main lobby contains 
some of the finest marble to be seen in any building 
in America. Beautiful columns of solid Pavonazzo 
marble rise from marble floors. This marble is lighy 
cream with purple veining, and is the choicest and 
most expensive marble from the Carrara Quarries 
The counters are a combination of this marble and 
of Istrian marble, which comes from Istria, on the 
shores of the Adriatic.

In the dining room Istrian marble of a beautiful 
buff color is principally used. The floor is of French 
green and pure white Italian marbles. The walls 
and cornice are of Caen stone. The flower room has 
an Istrian marble wainscot with Caen stone above 
the wainscot, moulded and paneled. The barroom 
has French green marble extending across the front 
of the bar and around the columns. The floor is of 
marble mosaic with French green marble border. 

The corridor floors are covered with mosaic and 
the walls lined with marble wainscot. The plumbing 
marble is of the finest quality blue-veined Carrara 
marble. The bathrooms, of which there are some 
four hundred, are lined with cream enameled tiles. 


THE WOODWORK. 


JOHN L. HAMILTON & SONS, 348-350 West 27th 
Street, New York, have installed the woodwork in 
the KNICKERBOCKER.

One feature of the woodwork that will imme- 
diately impress the visitor is its plainness. All fili- 
gree and gingerbread work has been omitted in 
order to destroy all chance of creating dust-collect- 
ing centres. Even outside of this consideration there 
is an attractiveness about the sturdy simplicity of 
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the woodwork. The Hon. T. L. Hamilton has per- 
sonally supervised this portion of the work from its 
inception and has been on hand some portion of 
each working day.

There are between 500 and 600 beds in the hotel.

The mattresses are made of the finest grade of draw- 
ings horse hair, which has been thoroughly sterilized 
before being made up. The bed springs are made of 
the finest materials, with an eye solely to the com- 
fort of the guests. Only the finest hand selected 
goose feathers are to be used in the pillows. 


LAUNDRY EQUIPMENT. 


All the necessary equipment to handle both the 
linen used in the hotel service as well as that of the 
guests, is found in the HOTEL KNICKERBOCKER. 
The WATKINS LAUNDRY MACHINERY COMPANY 
of Cimcinnati, Ohio, and 29 West Twenty-Sixth 
Street, New York, are installing the laundry equip- 
ment in the hotel, consisting of the following ma- 
chines: Seven all brass washers of large capacity, 
four solid curb extractors, a two section metal dry 
room, two mangles of large capacity, a collar and 
cuff starcher, a shirt starcher, a_ heat-retaining 
starch cooker, two 100-gallon soap tanks, and a 
brass clothes tumbler. All the machinery is driven 
by electric motors. 

On the 15th floor is the machinery for ironing 
collars, cuffs, and shirts. The equipment consists of 
a steam collar and cuff ironer, a reverse body ironer, 
the roll being electrically heated; a combined cuff 
and wristband press, a yoke and neckband press, a 
dampening press, a bosom press, shapers, seam 
dampeners, and various other small machines for 
finishing collars. All irons used for handwork are 
heated by electricity. The machinery is of the most 
modern pattern. 


THE KITCHENS. 


The Subway floor contains kitchen, bakery, pas- 
try, oyster department, butcher shop, storerooms, 
silver and china cleaning departments, distributing 
pantries for the grill and cafes, and ice cream de- 
partment. All of these departments are equipped 
with the latest designs from the manufacturers, 
DUPARQUET, HUOT & MONEUSE COMPANY. For 
instance, in the kitchen there are almost 100 feet of 
ranges, a half dozen broilers, which cook 200 orders 
at once; roasting ovens which can roast a thousand 
birds at a time; vegetable, blanching, and steaming 
apparatuses, a dozen soup and meat boilers, &c. 

The bakery is equipped with enameled ovens to 
cook 500 loaves of bread at once; the pastry has 
double-decked ovens for the different varieties. 
Oyster department has dumping kettles and steam- 
ers, ornamental grill ranges by gas; the storeroom 


has coffee urns, large meat and coffee mills, &c. 
The most unique part is the separate kitchen for 
servants with its appliances of ranges, kettles, cof- 
fee and tea urns and steam tables. 

On each floor there is provided a pantry to keep 
hot meals and dishes, also hot water and gas stove 
for emergency. All the lower floors are equipped 
with enormous pantries containing steam tables, 
urns, dishwashing machines, and warmers for the 
serving of the flower garden, parlor, and banquet 
halls.

THE ELEVATORS. 


There is no more striking illustration of the 
modernity of the equipment of the HOTEL KNICK- 
ERBOCKER than in the matter of elevators. It is 
to be the second hotel in this city equipped with the 
Standard Plunger Elevators. This type of elevator is 
original with and is manufactured by the STAND- 
ARD PLUNGER ELEVATOR COMPANY, 1 Broad- 
way, New York. There will be eleven of these ele- 
vators in the HOTEL KNICKERBOCKER. The cars 
are of ample area, artistic finish, and contain every 
improvement known to the elevator art. 

The rapid development of the Standard Plunger 
type of elevator represents the most significant ad- 
vance that has been made in the entire history of 
elevator engineering, and this machine is super- 
seding other types in many of the most prominent 
buildings in the country. The old style of elevator 
is operated by wire cables which pull up the car by 
working on wheels or drums. The Safety Plunger 
Elevator, on the other hand, is supported on a firm 
column of steel, which, surrounded by its steel cylin- 
der; extends down into the ground to a depth equal 
to the height to which the elevator travels. Over 
half a mile of drilling into the solid rock will have 
to be accomplished and over a mile of special steel 
tubing used for the elevator system of the HOTEL 
KNICKERBOCKER. It is readily seen that the first 
cost of such a plant must exceed that of the old type 
of elevator, but the great economy in operation 
renders it the cheapest in the end. 

In the Standard Plunger Elevator all risk of ele- 
vator accidents has been obviated. But safety is not 
the only characteristic of the Standard Plunger. It 
has besides a smooth and rapid motion and ease of 
control, all combining to the greater comfort of the 
traveler. 


ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT. 


The work of installing the electrical equipment 
has been in the hands of the LORD ELECTRIC 
COMPANY, Fuller Building, New York, and Boston. 
There are over 15,000 incandescent lamps and thirty 
miles of conduits to serve as raceways for the wires, 
in the hotel. There are motors to drive laundry ma- 
chines and electric irons for ironing house linen, 
motors for polishing silverware, for the dishwashing 
machines, for refrigerating, and for driving the 
blowers of the ventilating system. 

The entire wiring system is installed in enameled 
steel conduits, and is absolutely fireproof. The safety 
appliances for the protection of the wires are located 
at such points as to make even the blowing of a fuse, 
should this occur, a matter of the least disturbance 
to the guests of the house. The wiring system is so 
designed that each suite is supplied from at least 
three sources of current, insuring an uninterrupted 
service. 

All lights in the banquet hall are controlled by a 
switchboard similar to that of a theatre. The various 
circuits can be so regulated that a soft glow over the 
entire room may be had by the use of dimmers. The 
fountains in the dining room are each fitted with a 
number of miniature searchlights so arranged as to 
illuminate the bronze and marble fountain and to 
transform the sprays into showers of sparkling gems, 

The entire electric installation is independent of 
all outside sources of supply. The electric plant of 
four mammoth units, aggregating 1,500 horse power, 
is installed in the sub-basement of the building. 


THE BOILERS. 


In connection with the HOTEL KNICKER- 
BOCKER there have been installed four BABCOCK 
& WILCOX wrought steel construction boilers, two 
aggregating SSO horse power and two aggregating 
520 horse power. To insure absolute safety and im- 
munity from explosion these boilers have been spe- 
cially constructed, without the use of castings of any 
sort, every detail being formed by hydraulic presses 
from the highest grade of open hearth steel. In each 
of the larger boilers there is a steam drum or a 
reservoir 42 inches in diameter, to which each one 
of twenty-one sections, each consisting of ten 4-inch 
water tubes 18 feet long, is connected through a 
forged steel header or manifold, and which is really 
by itself a small boiler, the whole containing an ag- 
gregate of 4,400 square feet of steam generating sur- 
face, all, contained within a setting 23% feet long, 
15% feet wide, and 13 feet high. 

The two smaller boilers are of the same construc- 
tion and design, except that each is made up of 
twelve sections, aggregating 2,600 square feet of 
steam generating surface. If all of the tubes con- 
tained in these four boilers were laid end to end 
they would form a pipe line which would reach from 
the HOTEL KNICKERBOCKER to the vicinity of 
82d Street.

Thg Chinese, too, had by this time 
begun to show signs of preference for their native 
crop and were leaving in large numbers for the 
rice swemps—a tendency which has nearly denuded 
fields of coolie labor.

To add to the 
discomforts of the climb a zone of bog and sodden 
vegetation seems to extend clear around the range 
between 9,000 feet and the snow line, in which men 
sink to their knees at every step.

Nobody knows to what heights the tallest peaks 
may attain, and this uncertainty gives especial inter- 
est to the coming enterprise. In this respect few 
mountain regions have been the subject of so much 
guesswork and speculation. For the first time the 
Duke of the Abruzzi will bring the scientific methods 
of triangulation to bear upon this problem. We 
know, of course, that these vast snow fields are main- 
tained directly under the equator only at a very high 
altitude, but it is curlous to note how widely apart 
the few visitors have been in their estimates. 

Stanley was of the opinion that the tops of the 
most conspicuous peaks were from 17,000 to 18,000 
feet above sea level. Stairs, who was the first to at- 
tempt the ascent, reached an altitude of about 10,077 
feet, and estimated that the snow peak he could see 
above him was 6,000 feet above the place where he 
stood, or about 16,000 feet above the sea.

“I believe, with Mr. Pentecost, that woman is in- 
constant,”’ and she paused while the crowd struggled 
to fathom her reasons by looking at her. 

They were quickly satisfied, sharply decisive when 
they had seen, and Mstened to the rest of her con- 
fession with a grim curiosity. 

“A woman is constant to the man so long as he 
can develop in her what her soul craves, but there 


com@5 a time when one man, perhaps; has given all 


that he can to her. She must then awaken new per- 
plexities in him or lose him. The love I earned last 
year is not mine unless I win it again. I am glad 
that we women can be inconstant.”’ 

One or two applauded this phase of soul-culture, 
but the rest groped on in silence. 

Emma Goldman burst into a voluble and ardent 
declaration that woman was not inconstant. 

That is to say, she was not inconstant, providing 
her definition of constancy was intelligently modi- 
fied. 

‘Constancy does not mean that a woman should 
be constant to one man,” she said; “ but constant to 
her ideals, to her principles, to the purpose rather 
than the individual that inspired her being.” 

Miss Goldman talked very fast, in a loud, clear 
voice, and talked largely through her intellect and 
her spectacles. 

It was a mere man who restored temporarily this 
riot of intellect by remembering the heart of things. 
He suggested that as Mr. Pentecost had argued that 
“ woman was inconstant,”’ he would like to hear from 
Mrs. Pentecost, who was present, and then came the 
one sane, normal, human touch of the evening. 

Mrs. Pentecost, one of the three pretty women 
present, and the only really clever one that was 
heard from, said: 

“Personally I do not think this is a question for 
discussion among people who really understand what 
love is—that is, those who have lived it. Where two 
people love each other, they never think of constancy 
or inconstancy. Love is spontaneous. Take the love 
of two little children; they never think of its con- 
stancy or inconstancy. Children never think of love 
in the way we are talking about it to-night.” 

This was received with spontaneous and continued 
applause, which showed that the heart of the Sunrise 
Club was all right, in spite of its intellectual distor- 
tions. But this was not in the spirit of debate, it was 
too unanswerable, and a frail young woman, with an 
incisive articulation that was too big for her voice, 
took up the gauntlet of the evening. 

“tT do not think there is much difference between 
men and women,” she said. “ They are attracted to 
each other physically, 1 am sure of that; but the 
trouble is thit women lie about it so much more than 
men,” and then she vanished into her chair, before 
the men had a chance to see and to believe.

Handel's ‘‘ Judas Maccabaeus,”’ 
the Oratorio Society will revive next 
Tuesday evening at Carnegie Hall, under 
Frank Damrosch’s direction, is ranked as 
one of the best specimens of the pure ora- 
torlo style. Of this form, Handel himself 
was the first complete exponent, for-it 
vas he who adapted to the concert room 
the polyphonic methods long in vogus for 
ecclesiastical music, by developing the 
chorus as the most expressive and distinc- 
tive factor in the oratorio, 

“ Judas Maccabaeus ”’ is in three parts. 
The first is‘supposed to pass at Modin, in 
Judea, about the year 166 B. C. The 
Jews lament the death of the Priest Mat- 
tathias, by whom they had been roused 
against Syrian oppression. Judas Macca- 
baeus and Simon, sons of Mattathias, ask 
the divine favor and Judas is chosen to 
lead his ‘people in the fight for religious 
and political liberty. Simon's aria for 
bass, ‘‘Arm, arm, ye brave,” and the 
supplicatory final chorus, ‘Hear Us, O 
Lord,” are:among the vital numbers in 
this part. 

In Part Two, the opening. chorus, “ Fall- 
en Is-the Foe,”’ with its imposing fugpe, 
celebrates. the victories of Judas over 
Apollonius and Seron. 3ut rejoicing is 
turned to fear at news of the approach of 
a much greater Syrian foree under Gor- 
gias. Simon's aria, ‘‘ The Lord Worketh 
Wonders,” and Judas’s fiery “Sound an 
Alarm” revive the Israelites’ courage. 

The defeat of the enemy gives Jerusa- 
lem ‘to the forces of Judas, and the new 
dedication of the ‘temple opens the third 
part of the oratorio, with impressive cho- 
ral music. Judas’s return is greeted by 
the most famous number in the whole 
work, ‘See, the Conquering Hero Comes,”

Otis Skinner’s playing of Abbé Daniel 
lacks nothing of the more vociferous 
eloquence which made Le Bargy im- 
pressive in the rdle, but unlike the 
Frenchman, he is unable to throw the 
larger passages into relief by resort at 
will to the more repressed fluency of 
conversational speech. He plays the 
Abbé, likewise, with too pronounced in- 
sistance upon his romantic aspect, 
which might be left to develop itself 
through the man’s thought and words 
rather than by means of florid gesture 
and pose. No actor on our stage can 
read his passages with more eloquence 
and vigor than Mr. Skinner, His voice 
is rich and musical and his diction 
pure, and it is to be regretted that with 
these qualities he does not combine a 
better sensitiveness and expressiveness 
in colloquial light and shade. On the 
whole, however, we know of no actor 
on the American stage better fitted to 
play the réle, and it would be difficult. 
if not to say impossible, to name any 
one who would be his equal in it. Fay 
Davis is to an extent the victim of 
circumstances, and here she is deserv- 
ing sympathy rather than censure.

It is the famous review of troops 
Louis Napoleon during the Exposition year 
of 1887, when two Emperors, three Kings, 
the Shah of Persia, the future Frederick 
Ill., German Emperor, and the present 
Edward VII., then Prince of Wales, were 
his guests and attended him. Among 
the French Generals present was Mac- 
Mahon, who became the second Presi- 
dent of the French Republic.
